At the time Mr, Stone gave out the 
statement he had not received any 
official word from the railroad man- 
agers committee which had been in

Will Affect 34,000 Men 

It is declared by Mr. Stone that

will join the strike. The rest are

The fifty railroads affected have a 


mileage of about 50,000 miles, doing 
62 per cent of the railway traffic otf 
the United States. They include 
practically all but three of the rail-

The engineers’ demand for increas- 
ed pay were made upon all the rail- 
roads concerned January 22nd and a 
committee of general managers of the 
railroads was appointed to confer in 
New York with Chief Stone and @ 
board of fifty ofther officers of the 
brotherhoood of lccomotive engineers. 
At the first conference in March, the 
railroad commission announced that 
the demands if granted would add to 
their payroll $7,553,000 a year, or 
an increase of 1 3 per cent. 

Ten days later the railroads ferm- 
ally rejected the demands declaring 
that the increase would be ™ntamount 
to placing a lien of $188,844,000 on 
the properties which would have pre- 
ference over the first mortgage bonds 
and lesson the ability of the road to 
make additional imprevements and 
install) additional safeguards.

PRIESTS MINISTERED 
TO THE PASSENGERS. 


From Many Pathetic Stories of the | 


Titanic Catastrophe Comes the | 


Tale of Two Self Sacrificing Cler- 

gymen Who Gave up Their Lives. 

New York, April 22.—Winnowed 
from amomg many pathetic stories of 
the Titanic catastrophe today was/ 
a tale of two clergymen who went 
down with the Titanic while minister- 
ing to the welfare of the souls of 
stricken passengers grouped on their 
knees about them, One of the clergy- 
men was the Rev, Thomas R. D. Byles, 
of Westminister Parish, London, who 
was on his way to officiate at the 
marriage of his brother in Brooklyn, | 
unknown 
and the other, a German priest 
whose name is unknown. Father 
Byles was in the first cabin and the 
German priest in the steerage, 

Both had celebrated mass in the 
steerage Sunday morning and strang- 
ely perhaps, each in his sermon had 
apaken of the necessity of man to be 
possessed of the life boat of religious 
consolation in time of spiritual ship- 
wreck The story of the deaths of 
the priests was related today by three 
women survivors of the Titanic, Ellen 
Mocklare, Wertha Mcran ang Muis¢ 
MeOy, 

Whein the liner struck the iceberg, 
they said, Father Byles came down in 
the steerage commanding the people 
to be calm and giving them absolu- 
tion and his blessing, 

“He led us to where the boats were 
being lowered,” said Miss Mocklare, 
“meanwhile saying prayers, and help- 
ed woman and children into them. He 
whispered words of comfort and en- 
couragement to all. The passengers 
were deeeply impressed with his self- 
control, Twice he refused to enter 
the boat and save himaelf.
